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A  period  of  more  than  ten  years  has  gone  into  this  effort  to  collect  and 
preserve  to  posterity  an  authentic  family  record.  Only  those  who  do  this 
type  of  research  can  know  the  many  frustrations  that  come  from  unanswered 
letters  and  broken  or  unfulfilled  promises. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  many  who  have  cooperated  so 
graciously  and  generously.  It  is  felt  it  would  not  be  fair  to  them 
to  further  delay  publication  or  to  hold  this  record  open  longer  in  an 
effort  to  gather  all  the  loose  ends. 

Effort  has  been  made  to  include  all  known  descendants  to  date  but  it  is 
realized  that  in  a  record  of  this  sort,  there  must  be  some  errors  and 
omissions.  It  is  hoped  they  have  been  kept  to  a  minimum,  and  if  any 
reader  can  supply  additional  authentic  data  which  will  be  of  interest  or 
assistance  in  perfecting  this  record,  he  is  requested  to  communicate  with 
this  writer.,  for  after  all,  this  is  your  book.  I  do  not  expect  any 
personal  reward  or  monetary  profit  but  this  work  has  been  a  great 
pleasure,  and  I  hope  sufficient  interest  will  be  aroused  for  readers 
to  come  up  with  more  facts. 

Apology  is  made  for  any  errors  !  My  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  who 
have  cooperated  or  had  a  part  in  compiling  this  record,  and  may  you  find 
pleasure  in  the  finished  product! 


PREFACE 


It  is  considered  of  interest  to  reproduce  herein  parts  of  two  documents  which 
furnished  some  of  the  tantalizing  clues  for  the  research  involved  in  compiling 
this  record. 

First,  is  excerpt  from  a  lengthy  letter  written  by  Felix  W.  Magee,  sr.,  to  his 
son,  Felix  W.  Magee,  Jr.,  On  October  26,  1896,  which  was  published  in  the  Genea¬ 
logical  Column  of  the  Hammond  Sun  as  a  contribution  by  this  writer,  and  which 
supplied  clues  to  many  who  were  engaged  in  research  on  Magee  lines.  Information 
is  that  the  original  of  this  letter  is  presently  in  possession  of  Mrs.  John  W. 
Roth,  1936  Canterbury,  Houston,  Texas t

My  dear  Sons 

I  send  you  the  family  record  of  my  father  Daniel  Magee  and  my  mother  Sally  (Allen) 
Magee  and  your  grandfather  William  Dickson  and  Harriet  (Catchings)  Dickson,  and 
my  grandfather  Gabriel  Allen  and  wife  Anne  McKinney,  Jacob  Magee  and  wife  Mary 
Scott,  my  grandfather  and  mother,  and  Gen.  David  Dickson  his  first  wife’s  name 
unknown  to  me. 

♦♦♦Here  follows  three  paragraphs  of  Dickson  information  which  is 
deleted  as  immaterial  to  this  record***MLU 
"My  grandfather,  Jacob  Magee,  your  great  grandfather,  and  Mary  Scott  came  from 
S.  C.  and  were  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Sampson  Co.,  N.  C.,  moved  from 
there  to  Alabama  and  settled  near  Ft.  St.  Stevens  moved  from  there  to  Miss. 
Territory  and  settled  on  Amite  River  about  the  year  1810.  Judging  from  the 
ages  of  their  children,  my  grandfather  and  mother  Jacob  Magee  and  Mary  Scott 
were  born  before  1760  and  they  had  twelve  children,  Henry,  Bethany,  Nehemiah, 
Daniel,  John,  Fleet,  Ervin,  Penina,  Mary,  Sally,  Jane,  Elizabeth.  Elizabeth 
married  Barnabas  Allen  and  they  had  two  children,  Elbert  and  Angelina.  Henry 
married  Nannie  Magee  and  they  had  three  children,  Chapman,  Haverson,  and  Missant. 
Bethany  married  Isaac  Fortenberry,  some  of  their  children  names,  William,  John, 
Ervin,  Barbara,  and  others  whose  names  I  have  forgotten.  Nehemiah  married 
Martha  Smith  and  had  5  children,  Jacob,  Phillip,  Annie,  Elizabeth,  and  Charles. 
Daniel  married  Sally  Allen  and  had  6  children,  Ervin  Allen,  Felix  Winchester, 
Spphronia  Leland,  Nancy  Ann,  Elizabeth,  Henry  Colan.  John  married  Carrie  Magee 
and  had  several  children  only  remember  one  of  their  names,  Lenford  by  2nd  wife, 
John,  Ervin,  and  others. 

"Mary  married  a  Johnson  several  children,  Daniel  and  James  only  ones  I  remember. 
Fleet  married  Rebecca  Pigott  and  had  6  children,  Leonard,  Fleet,  Mary,  Elizabeth, 
William  and  Jacob.  Leonard  was  a  lawyer,  William  and  Jacob  were  doctors.  Ervin 
died  age  of  21.  Penina  married  Jeptha  Gin,  had  8  children,  one  girl  married  a 
Mr.  Miller,  another  one  married  Ben  Magee,  another  one  married  Siab  Magee.  Hugh 
Gin  married  a  Miss  Smith,  Sebastian  Gin  married  Missant  Magee,  Harriet  married 
Haverson  Magee,  Eveline  (blurred),  Bethany  (blurred),  Eliza  (blurred).  Jane 
Magee  married  Andrew  Winborn  and  had  nine  children,  Alice  married  John  Wood, 
Caroline  married  Solomon  Greer,  David  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Moore,  Cynthia  Ann 
married  James  C.  Moore,  Mary  Gin  (blurred).  Ervin  Allen  Magee. 

Jane  married  a  Mr.  Hunter,  Permacy  married  John  Lane  Cassandry  married  Bron 
Stephens,  Addison  married  a  Miss  Winborn  his  2nd  wife's  name  not  known  to  me. 
Sally  Magee  married  John  Magee  not  related  their  children,  Jacob  and  others. 
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"Gabriel  Allen  and  wife  Annie  McKinney  my  grandparents  moved  to  Tenn.  settled  on 
Cumberland  River .  I  am  not  informed  they  moved  from  Tenn.  to  Miss,,  Territory 
about  the  year  1812  and  settled  near  Holme sville „  Miss.  Judging  from  the  ages 
of  their  children,  they  must  have  been  born  about  1 775,  and  they  had  8  children, 
George,  Felix,  Barnabas,  Garrett,  Mary,  Elisabeth,  Esther,  Sally.  George  married 
a  Miss  Sug  has  4  children,  James,  Barnabas,  John,  Elieabeth,  and  others.  Ffelix 
married  a  Miss  Williams,  had  3  children,  Christine  and  two  sisters.  Elieabeth 
married  Cornelious  McGraw  and  had  two  children,  Annie  and  Nancy.  George  Allen 
married  Elieabeth  Magee  had  two  children,  Elbert  and  Angeline.  Barnabas  married 
Sally  Banksdale,  children  Elmore,  Benton,  Nancy,  and  others.  Garrett  married 
Malsy  Gatlin,  children  Sophia  Esther  Allen  married  Henry  Raglin,  their  children, 
Sally,  Mary,  Eliea,  and  Henry  Walton.  Sally  married  Dr.  Charles  W.  Harris, 
children  Emily,  Eveline,  Charles  and  others.  Mary  married  Dr.  Wiley  P.  Harris, 
children  named  Amanthia,  Bingamon,  Robert,  and  others.  Elisa  married  Dr.  Eagin 
and  had  one  child.  Henry  W.  Raglin  married  Anna  Jane  Magee,  children  named 
Henry,  Esther,  Elisabeth,  and  Josie.  Anna  Franklin,  Cynthia,  Huldon,  Elisabeth 
and  Emeline  Huldon  married  an  Irvin.  Elisa,  married  Dr.  Pearson  they  settled 
in  Bastrop  Co.  Tex.  about  1840  had  a  son  living  in  Bastrop  in  1874.  My  father 
had  two  uncles  living  in  Southeast  Miss,  when  it  was  a  territory  their  names 
were  Phillip  and  Soloman.  Fleet,  John,  William,  and  Joseph  Magee  were  my  father's 
cousins  I  had  information  their  mother  maiden  name  was  Scott  a  sister  to  my 
grandmother  Magee.  They  lived  near  Monticelloe  Lawrence  Co.  Miss,  in  1830. 

Parks  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Waco,  Tex.  was  a  relation  of  my  father.  My 
uncle  Barnabus  Allen  Informed  me  in  1842  that  Pat  and  Bill  Jack  who  took  part 
in  early  days  of  the  Republic  of  Tex.  were  relatives  of  ours.  The  McKinneys  of 
Galveston,  Tex.  in  early  days  of  the  Republic  were  relatives  of  my  Allen  Connection.

The  second  document  is  a  letter  written  on  June  2,  1930,  by  Rosa  E.  Ginn  (1850-1933) 
to  her  niece,  Kate  Mae  Ginn  Elisey,  giving  information  concerning  family  relationships 
The  original  of  this  letter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  this  writer,  written  in  pencil 

and  somewhat  faded,  but  the  following  is  copied  therefrom? 

"June  2,  1930 

Mrs.  Kate  Ginn  Elisey 

Dear  Kate? 

I  want  too  bother  you  a  little  dont  know  when  I  can  come  Kate  I  have  a  dress  like 
this  sample  too  make  I  want  you  too  send  me  by  the  return  mail  a  white  lace  collar 
like  one  in  the  picture  and  a  little  white  vest  for  the  front  ***** 

"My  grandpa  Ginn  had  8  sons,  Newland  Jack  Ginn,  Jourdan  Ginn,  Montfort  Ginn  died 

at  home,  Haverson  Ginn  died  at  Columbus,  Clifton  Yerger  Ginn,  Gholson  Gilbert 
Ginn,  Seymore  Ginn,  Millard  Filmore  Ginn.  Have  given  you  their  correct  names  but 
can't  give  their  ages.  His  three  girls  were  Ellen  T’aminthana  Ginn,  Rachel  Ann 
Ginn,  Talitha  Clementine  Ginn.  Kate,  I  can't  give  you  their  ages,  Aunt  Ellen 
married  Lem  Gray,  Aunt  Rachel  married  Tom  May,  Aunt  Clem  married  Billie  Magee. 

Kate,  you  might  get  their  ages  at  Aunt  Mag  Ginns.  I  think  they  got  the  old  Ginn 
Bible . 

"P.S.  The  names  of  Grandpa  Ginn's  sisters,  there  were  8  sisters,  Clara  Ginn 
married  a  Miller,  Terry  Ginn  married  a  Magee,  Eveline  Ginn  married  an  Alford, 

Jane  Ginn  married  a  Magee,  Thaney  Ginn  married  a  Brock,  Harriet  Ginn  married  a 
Magee,  this  Harriett  Ginn  was  Cousin  Wade  Magee's  mother,  Elisa  Ginn  married  a 
Magee,  Alethia  Ginn  married  a  Magee.  There  were  three  brothers,  Hughriah  Ginn, 
Sebastian  Ginn,  Henry  Ginn  died  when  a  young  man. 
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"Kate,  the  old  Ginn  home  is  where  the  old  Collins  home  is  now.  My  grandpa  Hughriah 
Ginn's  father  and  mother  lived  there  and  was  buried  there  when  they  died  and  you 
perhaps  may  have  seen  the  old  graveyard.  I  never  was  there  but  I  think  it  is  3 
miles  southeast  of  Tylertown.  I  don't  know  how  long  they  lived  there  and  I  don't 
know  where  they  came  from.  Ma  never  did  see  them,  she  only  heard  of  them  when 
she  got  in  the  Ginn  family.  They  may  have  tombs  at  their  old  graves  and  I  know 
nothing  only  what  my  mother  used  to  tell  me  about.  I  think  I  have  a  great  to 
remember  it  all  and  me  quite  young  when  told. 

"P.S.  Now,  my  grandma  Ginn's  maden  name  was  Smith  and  she  had  4  brothers.  There 
names  are  Danel  Smith,  one  John  Smith,  one  William  Smith,  and  one  Jake  Smith,  and 
one  sister  died  in  Texas.  Her  name  was  Talitha  and  married  a  Magee  think  he  was 
called  Dick  Magee.  And  it  was  said  these  Smiths  were  part  Dutch.  I  never  heard 
where  they  came  from.  No,  my  great  grandfather  and  mother  Smith  are  buried  at 
the  Joe  May  graveyard  that  used  to  be  there  home  when  they  died  they  may  have 
tombs  and  dates  for  I  heard  Mother  say  they  were  welthy  people,  and  I  can  remember 
seeing  old  Uncle  William  Smith  his  son,  him  and  his  wife  Ange line  were  buried  at 
Joe  May's  and  a  daughter  Margret  Smith  Paine.  Think  you  could  get  dates  and  ages 
from  their  tombs. 

"Kate,  my  Pa  died  July  16,  1862  in  Grenada,  Miss,  of  measles  in  the  Confederate 
Army.  I  think  there  ought  to  be  a  pension  prepared  for  me.  We  children  could  not 
remember  him.  Buddy  was  only  6  or  8  months  old  at  his  death. 

"My  mother's  brothers  names,  Joel  J.  Bullock,  Davis  I.  B.  Bullock,  Jtesse  L.  Bullock, 
Alexander  Alonso  Bullock,  one  born  dead  if  had  lived  named  Jim  Jordan  Bullock,  two 
sisters,  Cynthia  Ellen  Bullock,  Louisa  Bullock.  Mother's  first  baby,  a  girl 
named  Cyntha  Jane  Brumfield,  Bud  John's  sister,  died  6  or  8  months  old. 

"P.S.  Grandma  Bullock's  mother's  maiden  name  Barkley,  first  married  Brumfield, 
her  second  marriage  was  Roberson,  I  think  Mother  said  there  were  3  children  last 
marriage  if  you  could  see  Uncle  Jesse  Bullock  he  could  give  you  more  information 
about  it.  I  saw  Mat  Andrews  at  Salem  Sunday.  I  ask  her  if  she  ever  heard  Uncle 
Lamb  say  where  the  Bullocks  came  from.  Said  she  heard  them  say  they  came  from 
North  Carolina,  that  was  all  she  knows.  I  ask  Alec  Brumfield  if  he  ever  heard 
Uncle  Ike  say  where  the  Brumfields  came  from.  He  said  he  heard  him  say  three 
brothers  came  to  this  country  and  married  the  three  Holmes  sisters.  Grandma 
Bullock  was  Caroline  Brumfield  born  Dec.  3.  1807,  Grandpa  Hugh  Bullock  was  born 
Sept.  5,  1805o  Grandpa  Bullock's  brothers  names,  Tom  Bullock,  Richard  Bullock, 

Joe  Bullock,  Sam  Bullock,  Hugh  Bullock,  Lemuel  Bullock,  Sim  Bullock,  I  think 
there  were  8,  but  this  is  all  I  can  remember.  If  I  remember  rite  I  never  heard 
Mother  speak  of  but  two  Aunt  Aida  and  Aunt  Bedia,  them  was  Grandpa  Bullock's  two 
sisters. 

"My  great  grandfather  Bullock's  name  was  Joel  and  his  wife's  name  was  Roda  and 
her  maiden  name  was  Roda  Davis,  and  Kate,  right  where  Prentiss  is  now,  is  built 
on  a  part  of  my  great  grandfather  Joel  Bullock's  place,  was  called  Whitesaid.  I 
used  to  hear  Ma  say  they  would  ride  horseback  and  all  go  to  visit  her  grandpa 
and  grandma  Bullock  up  to  White sand  to  see  them  Christmas.  Now,  that  is  the 
way  people  used  to  visit,  they  did  not  have  cars  nor  buggies  them  days.  They 
all  went  horseback  far  and  near,  quite  a  change  in  everything. 

"Kate,  now  I  will  tell  you  why  the  Bullocks  and  Davies  were  so  closely  connected. 
Easter  Bullock  married  Cousin  Andrew  Davis  grandfather,  and  Roda  Davis  married 
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my  great  grandfather  Bullock  and  that  is  the  way  it  came  about. 

"My  father  was  Newland  Jack  Ginn,  and  my  grandfather  was  Hughriah  Ginn.  My 
grandmother  Ginn  was  Salena  Smith  Ginn.  My  grandfather  Bullock  was  Hugh  Bullock 
and  my  grandmother  Bullock  was  Caroline  Brumfield  Bullock.  My  parents  lived  two 
miles  north  of  Knoxo  when  your  father  was  born,  and  he  lived  there  about  two 
years  when  he  first  married.  The  Bullocks  were  from  North  Carolina  and  the  Ginns 
from  Ireland. 

"P.S.  Kate,  I  am  going  to  write  a  few  lines  to  D.M.Ginn  and  put  in  your  writing. 
Please  hand  it  too  him  it  wont  bother  the  rest  my  stamps  are  short  nothing  to 
get  with. 

As  ever  Aunt  Rosa  E.  Ginn" 


A  booklet  entitled  "Brewer,  Douglas,  Ginn  Families  etc"  published  in  1948  by 
Miss  Sarah  Alberia Ginn,  born  June  1880,  nurse,  teacher,  scholar,  shows  that 
one  Jesse  Ginn  born  1758  in  England,  came  to  America  with  his  father  or  older 
brother,  and  served  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  Jesse  Ginn  was  twicp  married 
and  there  were  9  or  10  children  by  each  marriage.  The  names  of  only  5  children 
by  the  first  marriage  are  listed;  Strouder,  Moses,  Edmund  or  Edwin,  Quirless, 
and  a  daughter.  Miss  Ginn,  the  author,  was  a  descendant  of  the  second  marriage 
and  all  children  of  the  second  marriage  were  covered  in  the  booklet. 

Could  our  Jeptha  Ginn  have  been  one  of  the  children  of  Jesse’s  first  marriage? 

If  so,  after  Jesse's  second  marriage,  some  of  Jeptha* s  brothers  and  sisters 
must  have  been  members  of  his  household  in  the  early  census  records.

The  1800  census  of  Lancaster  County,  South  Carolina,  page  10,  line  31*  shows 
Jeptha  Ginn  as  head  of  family  with  1  male  to  10,  1  male  10/l6,  1  male  26/45; 

1  female  10/l6,  2  females  16/26.  1  female  26/45,  and  2  females  45  plus. 

Deed  Book  F,  page  142,  Lancaster  County,  S.C.  shows  deed  from  William  Myers  of 
District  of  Chesterfield,  S.C.  to  Jepthah  Gynn  of  Lancaster  County,  S.C.,  Dec. 

8,  1802,  for  100  lb.  sterling,  for  40  acres  on  S.W.  side  of  Great  Lynches  Creek 
bounded  on  N.E.  by  land  laid  out  for  Thomas  Scott  Weems  and  George  Hails  and  on 
N.W.  on  George  Taylor's  land  to  a  certain  branch,  etc.  / s/  William  X  Myers, 

Tes.  Archibald  Finley  and  Myer  Magee,  Ack.  by  Myer  Magee  on  9th  Dec.  1802. 

Jeptha  Ginn  married  Penina  Magee,  daughter  of  Jacob  Magee.  Note  the  witness 
Myer  Magee. 

Deed  Book  F,  page  194,  Lancaster  County,  S.C.  shows  deed  from  Jeptha  Gynn  of 
District  of  Lancaster,  S.C.  5th  Dec.  1803,  to  John  Pace  of  Chesterfield  District, 
S.C.  for  100  lb.  sterling,  the  same  described  land  above,  /s /  Jeptha  X  Gynn 
Test:  Rich  Todd,  David  Cockram,  Ack  by  Rich  Todd  on  1?  March  1804. 

Notice  the  name  of  the  spelling  as  GYNN.  In  British  Names  of  Families  by  Henry 
Barber,  one  finds  that  GYNN  is  of  French  origin  and  GINN  is  English.  The  name 
comes  from  the  French  word  for  engineer  and  denoted  a  post  of  great  importance 
in  the  time®  of  many  wars  in  the  Middle  Ages.  There  was  never  but  one  arms 
granted  to  this  family  according  to  Burke's  General  Armory.  The  name  GINN  is 
of  Anglo-Saxon  or  early  Norman  French  origin  and  some  of  the  family  went  into 
Ireland. 

Tradition  is  that  four  brothers  came  to  Mississippi  Territory  -  one  settled 
in  what  is  now  the  State  of  Alabama,  one  settled  in  what  is  now  Pike  County, 
Mississippi,  one  in  Lawrence  County,  Mississippi,  and  one  somewhat  nearer  to 
Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana.  Early  tax  records  show  160  acres  of  land  on  the  Bogue 
Chitto  River,  assessed  to  Jesse  Ginn  (presently  in  Lawrence  County);  160  acres 
on  Magees  Creek  near  the  Marion-Pike  County  line  assessed  to  Jeptha  Ginn;  and 
records  in  the  Mississippi  Department  of  Archives  and  History  show  that  Edwin 
Ginn,  Edmond  Ginn,  Jesse  Ginn,  and  Jeptha  Ginn,  all  served  in  the  War  of  1812, 
leading  to  some  speculation  as  to  the  tradition  regarding  four  brothers,  etc. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  our  earliest  proven  ancestor  is  JEPTHA  GINN  and  he  was  in 
Washington  County,  Mississippi  Territory,  in  1804  when  he  signed  as  petitioner 
to  the  President.  He  also  signed  as  petitioner  to  the  House  of  Representatives 
on  Nov.  7,  1805,  as  inhabitant  of  Washington  County,  relative  to  public  lands.* 
Apparently,  Jeptha  Ginn  bought  land  in  Lancaster  County,  S.C.  in  1802,  sold  it 
late  in  1803,  and  moved  to  Mississippi  Territory  early  in  1804.  *Carters  Papers, 
V,  P°  355  and  p.  441. 

The  1810  census  for  Amite  County,  Miss.  Territory,  shows  Jeptha  Ginn  as  head  of 
family  with  2  males  over  21,  1  male  under  21,  1  female  over  21,  and  5  females 
under  21.  The  1816  census  for  Pike  County,  Mississippi,  shows  Jeptha  Ginn  as 
head  of  family  with  3  malesunder  21,  1  male  over  21,  2  females  over  21,  and  8 
females  under  21.  The  1808  census  of  Washington  County  shows  1  male  over  21, 

3  males  under  21,  1  female  over  21,  2  females  under  21.  Book  A,  page  2,  Marion 
County,  Mississippi,  shows  brand  recorded  for  Jeptha  Ginn  on  June  9,  1812. 
Walthall  County  land  records  show  that  in  April  1817,  Jeptha  Ginn  patented  the 
WiNEi  Section  31*  Township  2  North,  Range  11  East,  located  on  Magees  Creek 
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in  Marion  County  until  the  formation  of  Pike  County  and  subsequently  Walthall 
County.  The  name  of  Jeptha  Ginn  appears  on  Territorial  records  until  the 
formation  of  Pike  County  when  his  name  appears  on  the  Tax  Rolls  through  the 
year  1820.  He  is  not  shown  in  the  1820  census  for  Pike  or  any  of  the  adjoining 
counties,  leading  to  the  assumption  that  he  died  in  1820.  The  name  Penelope 
Ginn  is  shown  as  head  of  family  in  the  1820  census  with  2  males  under  10,  1 
male  10 /l6,  3  females  under  10,  2  females  10 /l6,  and  1  female  26/45.  Beginning 
with  the  year  1821,  the  Tax  Rolls  show  the  land  on  Magees  Creek  assessed  to 
Penelope  Ginn  for  some  years  and  to  Penny  Ginn  for  some  years  through  1840. 
Presumably  Penelope,  Penny,  and  Penina  Ginn  are  one  and  the  same. 

The  Mississippi  Register  of  Appointments  1805-1812  shows  Jeptha  Ginn  appointed 
as  Lieutenant  1st.  Reg.  June  20,  1810,  and  Lieutenant  13th  Reg.  March  25,  1812, 
promoted  to  Captain  June  26,  1812,  and  resigned. 

Jeptha  Ginn  married  Penina  Magee,  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Mary  Scott  Magee,  who 
were  early  settlers  of  Marion  County,  Mississippi.  Jeptha  and  Penina  were 
parents  of  eleven  children.  Order  of  birth  is  not  known  but  some  of  the  dates 
can  be  approximated  from  early  census  records.

it  is  difficult  to  rely  on  the  census  alone  in  estimating  a  date  of  birth. 

This  record  might  well  have  been  entitled  ,rGINNS-MAGEESn  because  there  were  so 
many  intermarriages  and  the  families  are  so  closely  allied,  but  it  is  my 
information  that  many  genealogists  are  doing  research  on  the  Magee  line,  and  I 
leave  the  perfection  of  that  line  to  them.

HENRY  GINN,  son  of  Jeptha  and  Penina  Magee  Ginn,  is  reported  to  have  died  young 
and  no  other  information  is  available  on  him* 


SECTION  II 


CLARA  GINN,  daughter  of  Jeptha  and  Penina  Magee  Ginn,  is  reported  to  have 
married  a  Mr.  Miller.  The  1850  census  of  Pike  County,  Miss.,  page  22, 
shows:  Thompson  Miller,  age  60,  born  Georgia

Older  informants  recall  a  relative  by  the  name  of  "Rafe”  Miller  but  they  are 
vague  as  to  the  relationship.  This  household  is  located  near  the  household 
of  Eveline  Ginn  Alford,  sister  of  Clara,  but  exhaustive  effort  has  failed 
to  establish  sufficient  proof  to  include  Miller  descendants  as  a  part  of  this 
record.  It  will  be  appreciated  if  anyone  can  supply  the  writer  with  proof 
of  descendants  for  Clara  Ginn  Miller. 


SECTION  III 

TERRY  GINN,  daughter  of  Jeptha  and  Penina  Magee  Ginn,  was  born  1801,  presumably 
in  Lancaster  County,  South  Carolina.  Terry's  first  marriage  ca-1820  to  Benjamin 
Magee,  b-l?98,  d-April  22,  184?,  son  of  William  and  Mary  Margaret  James  Magee  of 
Washington  Parish,  Louisiana.  Benjamin  served  in  the  War  of  1812,  Pvt.  stationed 
Navy  Yard,  St.  Tammany  Parish,  and  he  is  buried  on  the  Donald  Warren  Place.  The 
application  for  Bounty  Land  shows  Benjamin’s  brother  John  as  guardian  for  Mary  M.  , 
Terry  M. ,  and  Huey  G.  Magee.  Terry’s  second  marriage  on  June  2,  1851  to  Rev. 

Jesse  Crawford.  (Henry  Lee  married  Hetty  Clark  in  1829 »  Henry  died  and  Hetty 
Clark  Lee  married  Jesse  Crawford  in  1839 .  She  died  Nov.  25,  1848,  and  Jesse 
married  Terry)  Terry  died  July  23,  1858,  and  is  buried  at  Silver  Springs,  Pike 
County,  Miss,  beside  her  second  husband,  Jesse  Crawford  (Silver  Creek  Church 
Minutes) . 

Terry  is  shown  as  head  of  family  in  1850  census  of  Washington  Parish,  Louisiana.

The  obituary  in  Magees  Creek  Associational  Minutes  for  year  1893  shows  Salena 
Ginn  born  Dec.  28,  180?,  died  Jan.  20,  1893.  leaving  11  children,  44  grand- 
children,  34  great  grandchildren,  and  that  she  was  a  member  of  Union  Baptist 
Church,  which  is  about  3  miles  north  of  Tylertown.  The  Joe  May  place  where 
Huriah  and  Salena  Ginn  are  reported  to  have  been  buried,  is  within  one  mile 
of  the  said  Union  Church.  There  are  four  adult  grave  spaces  reported  to  have 
been  Huriah  and  Salena  and  her  parents,  but  there  are  no  grave  markers. 


The  names  Huriah,  Hughriah,  Uriah,  and  Hugh  Ginn  seem  to  have  been  used 
interchangeably  in  the  public  records.  Huriah  beg$n  paying  poll  tax  in  182? 
in  Pike  County,  Miss,  and  he  was  assessed  with  land  adjoining  Penny  Ginn  on 
Magee's  Creek  from  182?  through  1833°  In  1834,  Huriah  Ginn,  along  with  some 
of  his  Magee  relatives,  appeared  in  Rankin  County,  Miss.  Page  101  Hendrix 
Court  Records  show  that  Huriah  Ginn  signed  $24000  bond  in  1840  along  with 
Jacob  and  Nehemiah  Magee,  as  security  for  slaves,  to  Sheriff  W.  P.  Coleman,  of 
Rankin  County.  Land  records  of  Rankin  County  also  show  that  on  July  10,  1834, 
"Know  all  men  by  these  presence  that  we  of  the  County  of  Rankin,  Uriah  Ginn  and 
Salena.  his  wife,  in  the  state  aforesaid,  in  consideration  of  $500  in  hand  paid, 
sell  EfSVffc  Section  4,  Township  5,  Range  3  East;  NyWlNW^  Section  7.  Township  5» 
Range  3  East." 


Land  records  for  Pike  County,  Miss,  show  land  assessed  to  Huriah  Ginn  in  Sections 
14,  15,  21,  22,  23,  and  24,  Township  2,  Range  11  East,  east  of  Tylertown,  near 
KnoxOo  Hughriah  Ginn  and  his  wife  Salena,  sold  land  in  Pike  County,  Miss,  on 
Dec.  29,  1875,  but  his  name  does  not  appear  in  the  1880  census  so  he  must  have 
died  between  I876  and  1880.  He  is  shown  in  the  1850,  i860,  and  1870  census  for 
Pike  County  and  Salena  Ginn  appears  as  head  of  household  in  the  1880  census.

Louisa's  second  marriage  was  to 
Newland  Ginn  and  they  had  3  sons  and  a  daughter. 

Newland  Jack  Ginn  was  a  Pvt.  Co.  E,  33rd  Regt.  Miss.  Inf.,  and  a  member  of  the 
Holmesville  Guard  (Conerly's  Pike  County  History  and  WPA  History).  He  died  at 
Grenada  during  the  Civil  War  and  when  word  of  his  death  reached  Louisa,  she 
rode  horseback  from  her  home  east  of  Tylertown  to  Summit,  the  nearest  railroad 
point,  spent  the  night  with  friends  with  plans  to  entrain  for  Grenada  to  claim 
her  husband's  body  and  return  it  to  Tylertown  for  burial.  The  following  morning 
at  breakfast,  her  host  reported  that  a  train  from  the  north  had  arrived  with 
some  bodies  of  soldiers  aboard.  Upon  inquiry,  it  was  discovered  that  the  body 
of  Newland  Jack  was  one  of  those  aboard  and  thus  she  was  spared  the  remainder 
of  the  trip. 

This  writer  recalls  many  lengthy  visits  made  by  great  grandmother  Louisa  and 
remembers  many  family  events  related  by  her,  including  the  incident  above.

HARRIET  MARGARET  GINN,  daughter  of  Jeptha  and  Penina  Magee  Ginn,  married  her  first 
cousin,  Haverson  Magee,  (son  of  Henry, and  grandson  of  Jacob  Magee  and  Mary  Scott 
Magee).  Information  is  that  Harriet  was  the  first  wife  of  Haverson,  and  that  after 
Harriet's  death,  Haverson  married  Mary  Jane  Smith,  daughter  of  Jacob  Schmidt,  Jr.,  that 
MaryJane  later  lost  her  sight,  and  that  Haverson  and  Mary  Jane  were  buried  at 
Little  Bahala  Cemetery  in  Lincoln  County.  This  writer  visited  this  cemetery  in 
May  1963  but  found  no  graves  with  markers  to  indicate  such  burial.  The  land 
records  of  Walthall  County,  Miss.,  show  that  in  1854,  Haverson  Magee  owned  land 
in  Section  9,  Township  3  North,  Range  10  East;  and  in  1859  and  i860,  he  owned 
land  in  Section  10,  same  township  and  range.

JANE  GINN,  daughter  of  Jeptha  and  Penina  Magee  Ginn,  must  have  been  one  of  the  older 
children,  if  not  the  oldest.  She  married  Sire  Magee  presumably  before  the  1820 
census,  which  shows  Sire  Magee  as  head  of  household  1  male  over  45,  and  1  female 
26  to  45.  The  1840  census  for  Pike  County  shows  Sire  Magee  Sr. ,  with  3  males  15 
to  20,  1  male  40  to  50,  and  1  male  50  to  60;  and  1  female  10 /l5,  so  presumably 
Jane  Ginn  Magee  had  died  prior  to  the  1840  census.  She  is  not  listed  in  the  1850

The  Silver  Creek  Church  Minutes  show  that  Solomon  Obed  Magee  first  married  May 
1838  to  Mary  Polly  Ellzey,  daughter  of  William  Ellzey.  She  died  May  27,  1850  at 
the  birth  of  her  second  child  and  Solomon  Obed's  second  marriage  was  to  Eliza 
Ginn. 

The  Magnolia  Gazette  May  6,  1881:  "Mr.  Obed  Magee  died  at  his  residence  in  this 
county  on  last  Wednesday  the  27th  inst.  of  dropsy.  He  was  one  of  our  old  and 
valued  citizens  and  it  is  with  unfeigned  regret  that  we  record  the  said  event. 

Peace  to  his  ashes."  The  Minutes  of  the  Twelfth  Annual  Session  of  the  Bogue  Chitto 
Baptist  Association:  "S.  0.  Magee  died  at  his  residence  in  Pike  Co.  Miss.  April 
27,  1881  after  a  long  and  severe  illness,  in  the  sixty  fifth  year  of  his  age. 

Bro.  Magee  was  born  in  Pike  County,  Miss,  in  Nov.  1816.  He  professed  to  have 
obtained  hope  in  Christ  as  his  Savior  during  a  sermon  preached  at  Silver  Creek 
Baptist  Church  by  that  'Good  man  of  God'  Elder  Jesse  Crawford.  In  June  1839, 
united  with  the  said  church  and  baptised  into  her  fellowship,  at  the  August 
1842  meeting  was  elected  Deacon  and  ordained  March  1843  and  served  the  church 
until  he  drew  out  his  letter  to  go  into  the  constitution  of  the  Balo  Chitto 
Church  in  Oct.  12,  1873,  he  was  elected  deacon  at  the  same  time  and  served 
faithfully  until  prevented  by  sickness.  His  seat  in  the  church  was  never  vacant. 
Bro.  Magee  was  twice  married.  Two  children  by  his  first  marriage  and  his  widow
